TOKYO (Reuters)—Commonwealth troops today swept 
forward three miles in Korea to wrest another mountain 
“Maginot line” from the Chinese. 

Britons, Australians and Canadians. storming forward 
for the-third-day-under.a mammoth artillery barrage, loosed 
the Communist grip on a string of forest-clad hills and ridges 
protecting their main western front defense system
